In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Palent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Deal explained how Lesco et al. discloses a 'surge' feature for 
cleaning heavily soiled surfaces; Lesco et al. has one valve for controlling the flow of fluid to a nozzle and a second 
valve for controlling the flow of additional fluid to the same nozzle. Col. 8, lines 5-8 of Lesco et al. disclose the option 
of having a set of nozzles for each valve, as opposed to a single nozzle for both valves. Mr. Deal expalined how this is 
different than the claimed invention because the claimed invention has one valve with two sets of nozzle and the 
nozzles are alternatively selected, both are not dispensing fluid at the same time. Examiner provided Davis as a 
secondary reference to disclose the use of a single valve to alternatively select different nozzles. The combination of 
Davis would contradict the function of the Lesco et al.. Lesco et al. wants BOTH valves OPEN at the same (col. 7, lines 
27-33), wherein a combination with Davis would limit Lesco et al. to having one valve/one fluid dispensed at a time. 
Examiner agreed with the observation and, upon receiving written remarks from Applicant, would reconsider rejection 
of independent claims 39 and 54. Examiner felt rejection of claim 3 was still appropriate. . 
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
